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Section  I 


INTRODUCTION 


The  Maritime  Administration  was  established  by  Reorganization  Plan 
No.  21  of  1950,  effective  May  24,  1950,  as  one  of  the  successor 
agencies  of  the  former  U.  S.  Maritime  Commission.   It  is  headed  by 
a  Maritime  Administrator,  who  is  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  U.  S.  Senate.   The  Maritime 
Administration,  under  delegation  of  authority  by  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce,  is  responsible  for  administering  programs  authorized  by 
the  Merchant  Marine  Act,  1936,  as  amended,  among  which  are  those  with 
respect  to  the  determination  of  essential  trade  routes  and  services. 

The  Merchant  Marine  Act,  1936,  as  amended,  imposes  upon  the  Maritime 
Administration  the  functions  of  developing  a  merchant  fleet  privately 
owned  and  operated  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  adequate  to 
carry  its  waterborne  domestic  and  a  substantial  portion  of  its  water- 
borne  foreign  commerce. 

Specifically,  Section  210  of  that  Act  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

*  *  *  the  creation  of  an  adequate  and  well-balanced  merchant 
fleet,  including  vessels  of  all  types,  to  provide  shipping 
service  on  all  routes  essential  for  maintaining  the  flow  of 
foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States,  the  vessels  in  such 
fleet  to  be  so  designed  as  to  be  readily  and  quickly  convertible 
into  transport  and  supply  vessels  in  a  time  of  national 
emergency.   *  *  * 

*  *  *  the  ownership  and  the  operation  of  such  a  merchant  fleet 
by  citizens  of  the  United  States  insofar  as  may  be  practicable. 

*  *  *  the  planning  of  vessels  designed  to  afford  the  best  and 
most  complete  protection  for  passengers  and  crew  against  fire 
and  all  marine  perils. 

In  order  to  carry  out  these  objectives  the  Maritime  Administration  is 
authorized  and  directed  by  Section  211  of  the  Act,  among  other  things, 
to  investigate,  determine  and  keep  current  records  of: 

(a)   The  ocean  services,  routes,  and  lines  from  ports  in  the 
United  States  *  *  *  to  foreign  markets,  which  are,  or  may  be, 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  to  be  essential  for 
the  promotion,  development,  expansion,  and  maintenance  of  the 
foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States,  and  in  reaching  its 
determination  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  shall  consider  and 


give  due  weight  to  *  *  *  the  number  of  sailings  and  types  of  vessels 
that  should  be  employed  in  such  lines,  and  any  other  facts  and  condi- 
tions that  a  prudent  business  man  would  consider  when  dealing  with  his

(b)   The  type,  size,  speed,  and  other  requirements  of  the  vessels, 
including  express-liner  or  super-liner  vessels,  which  should  be 
employed  in  such  services  or  on  such  routes  or  lines  and  the 
frequency  and  regularity  of  the  sailings  of  such  vessels,  with  a 
view  to  furnishing  adequate,  regular,  certain,  and  permanent  service;

(j)   New  design,  new  methods  of  construction,  and  new  types  of 
equipment  for  vessels;  the  possibilities  of  promoting  the  carry- 
ing of  American  foreign  trade  in  American  vessels;  and  inter- 
coastal  and  inland  water  transportation,  including  their  relation 
to  transporation  by  land  and  air. 

Construction-differential  subsidy  may  be  paid  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  ship  or  the  reconstruction  or  reconditioning- of  an  existing  ship 
even  though  the  ship  is  to  be  operated  on  a  route  and  service  in  foreign 
commerce  not  determined  to  be  essential.   It  is  only  with  respect  to 
payment  of  operating-differential  subsidy  that  operations  of  ships  under 
subsidy  agreements  are  restricted  to  the  limits  of  the  routes  and  services 
determined  by  the  Maritime  Administration  to  be  essential.   In  considering 
applications  for  operating-differential  subsidy,  the  Administration  is 
guided  in  part  by  Section  601(a)  of  the  Act,  the  pertinent  excerpt  of 
which  states: 

The  Secretary  of  Commerce  is  authorized  and  directed  to  consider 
the  application  of  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  financial 
aid  in  the  operation  of  a  vessel  or  vessels,  which  are  to  be  used 
in  an  essential  service  in  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United 
States  or  in  such  service  and  in  cruises  authorized  under  section 
613  of  this  title.   No  such  application  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce  unless  it  determines  that  (1)  the  operation 
of  such  vessel  or  vessels  in  such  service,  route,  or  line  is 
required  to  meet  foreign  flag  competition  and  to  promote  the 
foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States  »  *  *

Section  II

These  statistics,  which  are  taken  from  data  provided  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  include  commercial  and  government-sponsored  cargo  moving  in  the  United 
States  oceanborne  foreign  trade.   Military  and  domestic  cargo  is  excluded. 

A  sketch  map  to  aid  in  visualizing  the  liner  operations  on  each  essential 
trade  route  is  also  provided  in  this  section.   Names  of  ports  are  shown  for 
orientation  purposes  only,  and  the  omission  of  any  port  has  no  significance 
either  as  to  its  relative  importance  or  its  inclusion  within  the  trade  route 
or  area.

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GLOSSARY  OF  TERMS  -  MARITIME  ADMINISTRATION 


Bale  Cubic 

The  number  of  cubic  feet  of  space  on  a  ship  available  for  baled  or 
packaged  cargo,  measured  horizontally  between  the  frames  of  the  ship 
and  vertically  to  the  underside  of  the  beams  which  support  the  deck. 


Broken  Stowage 

That  portion  of  the  cubic  capacity  of  the  vessel  which  is  not  used  or 
occupied  by  cargo  due  to  space  between  and  around  packages  or  is 
occupied  by  dunnage.   Broken  stowage  varies  with  the  kinds  of  cargo 
and  for  general  cargo  averages  about  10  to  15  percent  of  the  space 
occupied  by  the  cargo. 


Cargo  Preference  Laws 

Laws  which  require  that  a  fixed  percent  of  the  cargo  generated  by 
Government-sponsored  programs  be  carried  in  United  States  flag  ships. 
Included  in  this  category  are  Department  of  Agriculture  shipments  under 
Public  Law  480,  Agency  for  International  Development,  Export-Import 
Bank,  and  the  Inter-American  Development  Bank  programs. 


Cargo  Tonnage 

Classified  as  either  "weight"  or  "measurement."  A  "weight"  ton  of 
cargo  is  2,240  pounds,  and  a  "measurement"  ton  of  cargo  is  40  cubic 
feet.   Freight  rates  on  general  cargo  are  usually  quoted  in  dollars  per 
ton,  weight  or  measurement,  at  the  ship's  option.   This  mean's  that  the 
specified  rate  per  ton  will  be  applied  either  to  a  weight  ton  or  to  a 
measurement  ton,  whichever  will  result  in  the  higher  revenue,  depending 
upon  whether  a  weight  ton  of  the  cargo  occupies  less  or  more  than  40 
cubic  feet. 


Commodity  Stowage  Factor 

A  figure  which  represents  the  number  of  cubic  feet  occupied  by  one 
weight  ton  of  a  particular  commodity,  including  packaging. 
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Deadweight  Tonnage 

The  term  "Total (vessel)  Deadweight"  is  used  to  express  the  total  weight- 
carrying  capacity  of  a  ship  including  cargo,  fuel  oil,  fresh  water, 
stores,  crews,  etc.   The  difference  between  loaded  displacement  and  light 
displacement.   "Cargo  Deadweight"  is  used  to  express  the  cargo  carrying 
capacity  of  the  ship. 

Displacement,  Light 

The  weight,  in  tons  of  2,240  pounds,  of  a  vessel  excluding  cargo,  passengers, 
fuel,  water,  stores,  dunnage,  and  other  items  necessary  for  use  on  a  voyage. 

Displacement,  Loaded 

The  weight,  in  tons  of  2,240  pounds,  of  a  vessel  including  cargo,  passengers, 
fuel,  water,  stores,  dunnage,  and  other  items  necessary  for  use  on  a  voyage 
which  brings  the  vessel  down  to  its  maximum  permissible  draft. 

Dry  Cargo 

General  -  Miscellaneous  goods  packed  in  boxes,  bags,  bales,  barrels,  containers, 
crates,  drums,  unboxed  or  uncrated,  accepted  and  delivered  by  mark  and  count. 

Bulk  -  Commodities  customarily  loaded  and  carried  without  wrappers  or  con- 
tainers, and  received  and  delivered  without  transportation  mark  or  count 
whether  such  cargo  is  handled  on  berth  terms,  voyage  charter,  or  any  other 
basis . 


Essential  Trade  Route  (Area) 

A  route  between  ports  in  a  United  States  coastal  area  or  areas  and  a 
specific  foreign  coastal  area  or  areas  which  has  been  determined  by  the 
Maritime  Administration  to  be  essential  for  the  promotion,  development, 
expansion,  and  maintenance  of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States. 


Export  or  Outbound  Tonnage 

Cargo,  including  that  for  transshipment  or  re-export,  loaded  at  a  United 
States  port  for  discharge  at  a  foreign  port. 
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Export  Value 

Value  at  time  and  place  of  export,  based  on  the  selling  price  (or  cost 
if  not  sold),  including  inland  freight,  insurance,  and  other  charges  to 
the  United  States  port  of  exportation. 


Grain  Cubic 

The  maximum  number  of  cubic  feet  of  space  available  on  a  ship  for  grain 
or  other  dry  bulk  cargo,  the  measurement  being  taken  to  the  inside  of 
the  sheel  plating  of  the  ship  and  to  the  underside  of  deck  plating. 


Gross  Tonnage 

The  entire  internal  cubic  capacity  of  a  ship  expressed  in  tons  of  100 
cubic  feet  to  the  ton,  except  for  certain  spaces  such  as  inner  bottom 
tanks,  peak  and  other  tanks  for  water  ballast,  open  forecastle  bridge 
and  poop,  shelter  deck  spaces,  excess  of  hatchways,  certain  light  and 
air  spaces,  domes  and  skylights,  wheelhou^e,  galley,  cabins  for  pas- 
sengers, and  certain  other  spaces. 


Import  or  Inbound  Tonnage 

Cargo,  including  that  for  transshipment  or  re-export,  loaded  at  a  foreign 
port  for  discharge  at  a  United  States  port. 


Import  Value 

Market  value  in  the  foreign  country,  excluding  U.S.  import  duties, 
freight  charges  from  the  foreign  country  to  the  United  States,  and 
insurance. 


Liner,  Berth,  or  Regular  Service 

These  terms,  often  used  interchangeably,  have  reference  to  a  service  pro- 
vided by  a  common  carrier  operating  on  a  definite,  advertised  schedule, 
giving  relatively  frequent  sailings  at  a  regular  intervals  between  specific 
United  States  ports  or  range  and  designated  foreign  ports  or  range. 


Liquid  Cargo 

Bulk  -  Commodities  in  liquid  form  transported  in  tankers  or  in  deep  tanks 
of  dry  cargo  ships. 
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Non-Liner,  Irregular,  or  Tramp  Service 

These  terms  have  reference  to  operations  of  ships  on  an  unscheduled  basis 
as  cargo  offers,  usually  carrying  full  cargo  lots,  generally  of  a  single 
bulk  commodity,  with  no  restricted  trading  limits. 


Ships,  Types  of 

Barge  Carrying  Ships  -  Ships  which  will  load,  carry,  and  unload  fully 
loaded  specially  designed  lighters  or  barges.   Examples  of  this  type  are 
the  "LASH'  ships  and  the  "Seabees." 

Breakbulk  Ships  -  Ships  which  are  designed  to  carry  a  variety  of  general 
cargo  as  opposed  to  a  specialty  ship  such  as  a  tanker  or  a  containership . 

Bulk  Carriers  -  Ships  carrying  dry  bulk  cargoes  such  as  wheat  and  coal  - 
as  distinguished  from  tankers,  another  form  of  bulk  carrier. 

Catamaran  -  a  double  hulled  craft. 

Combination  Passenger-Cargo  Ship  -  Any  vessel  designed  for  carriage  of 
passengers  (in  excess  of  12)  and  general  cargo. 

Containership  -  A  ship  with  special  features  and/or  arrangements  whose 
basic  function  is  the  carriage  of  containers,  even  though  other  types  of 
cargo  can  be  handled.   Capacity  often  expressed  in  Twenty-foot  Equivalent 
Unites  (TEU's). 

Express  Passenger  Ships  or  Super-Liners  -  A  ship  such  as  the  SS  UNITED 
STATES  designed  primarily  for  carriage  of  passengers,  mails,  express 
goods,  and  high-grade  freight  with  relatively  small  cargo  space,  large 
passenger  capacity  and  extraordinary  speed. 

Hydrofoil  -  A  craft  with  metal  plates  or  fins  attached  by  struts  fore  and 
aft  for  lifting  the  hull  clear  of  the  water  as  speed  is  attained. 

Nuclear  Ship  -  nuclear-powered  merchant  vessel. 

0B0  -  Ore/Bulk/Oil  vessel;  also  Ore/Oil  vessel  variation 

Partial  Containership  -  A  ship  in  which  the  shipowner  has  made  special 
provisions  for  the  carriage  of  a  limited  number  of  containers  either  at 
the  time  of  the  original  construction,  or  through  modification  of  exist- 
ing ships.   Container  handling  features  may  take  the  form  of  cell  guides 
in  one  or  more  holds,  deck  fittings,  or  any  other  ship  modification  for 
this  purpose. 

Reefer  Ship  -  A  specially  constructed  vessel,  fully  refrigerated,  for  use 
in  the  carriage  of  perishable  foods. 
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RO/RO  -  Roll  On/Roll  Off  vessel  -  a  vessel  designed  with  ramps  and 
large  port  openings  on  which  the  primary  cargo  handling  method  is 
rolling  on  wheels  -  cargoes  may  be  unitized,  containerized,  or  the 
wheeled  (or  tracked)  vehicles  themselves. 

Surface  Effect  Ship  -  A  ship,  th   bulk  of  whose  weight  is  supported  by 
a  cushion  of  pressurized  air  constrained  beneath  the  hull.   These  'ships 
are  either  "aerostatic"  or  "aerodynamic."  Aerostatic  ships  generate 
their  lift  (aircushion)  by  mechanical  means  (lift  fans).   Aerodynamic 
ships  generate  their  aircushion  by  aerodynamic  forces  acting  on  airfoil 
shaped  decks  and  hulls. 

Tank  Ship  -  A  ship  designed  to  carry  liquid  cargoes  in  bulk  quantities, 
especially  petroleum;  tanker. 

Subsidized 

This  term  signir  i.es  that  service  is  being  provided  under  an  operating- 
differential  subsidy  contract  for  United  States  flag  service  on  an 
essential  United  States  foreign  trade  route  (area) . 


Trade  Route  (Area) 

A  trade  route  (area)  is  a  specifically  designated  channel  through  which 
the  commerce  of  the  United  States  flows  between  a  particular  United 
States  coastal  area  or  areas  and  a  specific  foreign  coastal  area  or  areas 
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
